U'S. policy.11 Attention was called t o  the threa t  of P revival  of the  former 
MacArthur policy i n  the  Far East aimed a t  war akainst  China. 
Eisenhowei81s c lear  divergence from Tart ' s  views was cliaracterised as 
tlevasive.ll No comment has been noted to date on Senator Tflft's c l a r i f i ca -  
t i o n  and amplification of h i s  Cincinnati speech.

Although Soviet broadcasts have not commented on Peking's espousal of 
Korean unification, Soviet comment on ' i ts-  November 1952 resolution t o  the 
U,N. GeneYal Assembly as well as  PRAVDA's 11 April 1953 ed i to r i a l  endorsed 
Korean unification Itby the  Koreans themselves, It without however placing 
t h i s  task i n  the hqnds of the po l i t i ca l  conference.

* A t  the  time of Chinese intervention i n  the Korean war, Peking l i s t e d  three  
prerequisites fo r  a Korean peace: (1) withdrawal of all foreign troops from 
Korea, (2) withclrawal of U.S. Torces from Taiwan, and (3) Communist Chinese 
membership i n  the United Nations. 
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
